The  fifth  annual  National  Tomato  Festival  was  held 
in  Leamington,  Ontario,  September  12,  1959.  Miss 
Anne  Graham  and  Miss  Lyn  Irwin  were  chosen  as 
candidates  from  Blenheim  District  High  School,  along 
with  eighteen  candidates  from  other  district  schools. 

In  July  the  contestants  were  honoured  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  officials  of  the  town  at  a lunch- 
eon. At  this  time  also,  each  girl  was  interviewed  for  a 
radio  broadcast.  On  the  evening  of  the  Festival  three 
thousand  people  gathered  at  the  Leamington  Arena 
where  they  were  entertained  by  Chicago's  Frank  Bridge 
and  his  orchestra  and  the  “Chordettes’’  until  the  crown- 
ing of  the  Tomato  Queen. 

Between  the  hours  of  nine  and  eleven  the  twenty 
contestants  were  eliminated  to  six  semi-finalists,  then 
three  finalists.  Each  girl  was  presented  with  lovely  gifts 
and  Miss  Anne  Graham,  the  runner-up  received  a one 
hundred  dollar  cheque  and  approximately  fifty  dollars 
worth  of  gifts.
